Who  Owns  the  Worn. 

By  Rev.  J.  B.  OambrellJlXD.,  LL.D. 

In  law  and  in  reason  th$  Vool  on  sheep 
belongs  to  the  owner  of  a iheep.  If  a man 
ownfd  sheep,  and  sold  them,  he  could  not 
afterward  enforce  a claim  ut>  the  wool  they 
might  grow.  The  right  in  the  wool  follows 
the  right  in  the  sheep.  Th|  wool  is  an  ap- 
purtenance growing  out  or  sheep.  God’s 
people  are  God’s  sheep.  Tjhey  are  his  by 
creation,  by  preservation,  py  redemption, 
by  their  own  consent.  Th|re  never  was  a 
better  title  to  any  property|Tpis  title  holds 
the  sheep  and  the  wool.  T*e  sheep  cannot 
hold  property  because  the*  are  property 
themselves.  The  wool;  is  th«-*  only  as  their 
skins  are  theirs  and  their  Jiands  and  feet 
by  way  of  accommodation!  Yhe  supreme 
title  is  in  God.  and  this  titfe  holds  against 
all  comers.  Our  tinges  arc  in  his  hands, 
^hether  one  of  us  fives  a,  day  is  wholly 
with  God.  How  we  .shall  fflie,  as  well  as 
when,  is  with  God.  (While  ^nen  live,  move 
and  have  their  being  jin  Goi  they  must  al- 
low his  right  to  do  Vhat  He  will  with  his 
own. 

Not  only  are  the  bheep  property  of  the 
Creator,  but  the  goats  are  a||oi  “The  earth 
is  the  Lord’s  and  thq  fullniBA  thereof;  the 
world  and  they  that  dwell  lebrein.”  That 
title  takes  in  everylping.  iRjebellion  can 
never  overreach  the  divine  (sovereignty  over 
all  men  and  everything.  ‘tThe  command- 
ment is  exceedingly  biroad ’’ffceeause  the  di- 
vine authority  is  as  limitless  as  creation. 
We  have  made  a poo*  stud m of  the  Bible  if 
thes«  simple  truths  hjave  not  lodged  them- 
selves in  opr  hearts.  Convepiqn  comes  sim- 
ply as  a recognition  of  th|  divine  owner- 
ship within  us.  It  is  an  aegpptance,  on  our 
part,  of  our  proper  relation!  to  our  Creator 
and  Redeemer. 

During  the  great  Hardshell  struggle,  the 
cry  which  ran  up  andtlown  fhe  ranks  of  the 
disturbed  Baptists  was  on*  touching  the 
rights  in  the  wool.  Hardshfils  are  covetous 
professors  of  religion  who  five  little  or  no 
money  to  God.  They  hate  ipssjons  and  mis- 
sionaries because  of  Vie  coil.  They  would 
put  an  end  to  all  ChastianjpuMons  if  tbej 
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could.  They  say:  “Whei  God  wants  the 
heathen  converted,  he  will  do  it  without 
any  help  from  men!”  This  is  a specimen  of 
their  random  and  unseriptaral  talk.  In  the 
great  struggle  above  referred  to,  the  Hari- 
shells  declared  that  tfe  missionaries  were 
out  shearing  the  sheep.  I have  myself  heard 
the  rry,  with  a peoulikr  twang  or  sneer  to 
givb  it  all  the  approbrium  possible,  just  as 
now  we  hear  kindreif  Rtieers.  In  mBny 
places  the  missionaries  flinched  i|nder  the 
accusation,  and  thus  campimmised  the  deep- 
est and  most  important  principle  in  revea)- 
<■<1  religion — God’s  owhenthip  in  the  wosl 
which  grows  on  his  jshenp.  In  yielding 
Cml’s  right  in  the  woql,  tacy  threw  up  his 
lights  to  the  sheep;  for  thfeir  is  n<|  conceiv- 
able way  to  separate  then  rights.  If  God 
can  hold  the  sheep  he  cati  hold  the  wool; 
if  he  can  hold  the  wool,  t!ie  sheep  will  not 
go  much  astray. 

The  greatest  question  in!  the  world  today 
is:  Who  owns  the  woblt  Or,  to  drop  the 
figure,  to  whom  does  the  property,  the  gold, 
the  Silver,  the  cattle  belongt  If  that  is  set- 
tled on  the  right  principle,  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  Christian  living  is  far  advanced  to- 
ward a glorious  settlement  Until  it  is  set- 
tled, nothing  is  settled]  right.  Or, I in  other 
Words,  if  we  settle  our  .financial  relations  to 
(lod  on  the  right  priscipife,  our  Jives  are 
bound  up  with  God's  'in  ipieh  a way  that 
we  can  never  go  far  wf-e  ntf.

It  is  or  ought  to  be 
A controversy  both  in  tfie  pulpit  and  among

question.  There  can  hfe  but  one  adjudica- 
tion. and  that  is,  that;  wlioever  owns  the 
dieep  owns  the  wool  also.. 

Shear  the  sheep  1 Tea/  frequently  and 
dose.  The  pastors  are  Vie  rhepherqs ; and  it 
it  their  business  to  fee4  this  sheep,  care  for 
them  and  shear  them.  A shepherd  who  neg- 
lects to  shear  the  sheejj  ought  to  be  turned 
off.  He  is  an  unfaithful,  servant  of  the 
great  Owner.  Pastors  need -to  face  this  ques- 
tion. They  must  face  jt,  fpr  the  time  is  at 
hand  when  pastors  will  judged  accord- 
ing to  their  works,  notj  by ‘their  dignity  or 
their  pretenses,  but  thejr  work;  and  one  of 
the  works  is  to  shear  the  sheep. 

Rut  the  question  haS  two  sides:  God’s 
side  and  our  side.  Is  jit  not  hard  on  the 
sheep  to  shear  themT  j No|  at  all.  It  is 
good  for  them  every  wqy.  ?jlf  sheep  are  nob 
sheared  they  become  j unhealthy.  How 
many  of  God’s  saints  a^e  surfeited  with  the 
things  of  the  world!  Their  spirituality  is 
smotnered  by  a plethofa  utf  the  things  of 
this  life.  Many  are  siejt  because  their  lives 
have  no  outlet.  Their  Affections  are  turned 
sfter  their  earthly  possessions,  and  not  set 
op  things  above.  One  'pt  the  best  things  a 
pastor  can  do  for  his  people  is  to  induce 
them  to  give  liberally  to  the  cause.  He  is 
doing  the  best  thing  fo^  hit  people  when  he 
brings  them  to  recognize  their  obligations 
to  God  in  financial  affairs. 

So  important  is  this  matt  ir  in  the  church- 
es and  in  the  eyes  of  the  pUople,  that  it  de- 
mands special  and  extrtemely  earnest  treat- 
ment.
